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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 14 distinguish over the art of record when taken separately or 
combined in that they recite an apparatus and method for directing light 
from a LED with a reflector having a first and second encapsulant with the 
second encapsulant residing above the first and each having a light 
reflecting substance with the second percentage of light reflecting 
substance being less than the first. Claim 21 recites a LED with a reflecting 
cavity with a second encapsulant residing above a first encapsulant and the 
first encapsulant has light reflecting substance comprising one of calcium 
carbonate and titanium dioxide and the second encapsulant has no light 
reflecting substance.
